Art. 1. But de la Commission. La Commission Numismatique du 
Comité international des Sciences historiques (CISH) est chargée de 
faciliter la coopération des savants de tous pays dans le domaine des 
études numismatiques. 


Art. 2. Composition de la Commission. Sont invités à siéger à la 
Commission internationale de Numismatique les délégués: 


a. des grands cabinets numismatiques accessibles au public, placés sous 
une direction scientifique; 


b. des organisations et sociétés numismatiques représentatives de cha- 
que pays; 

c. des ateliers monétaires nationaux. 
Ces membres payeront une cotisation fixée par le Bureau. 


Art. 3. Séances et votes. La Commission peut tenir une séance à 
l'occasion d'un Congrès international des Sciences historiques ; elle doit 
tenir une séance lors de chaque Congrès international de Numismatique 
qui doit étre organisé en principe tous les six ans. 


Art. 4. Bureau de la Commission. Le Bureau de la Commission est 
composé: 
d'un président, 
d'un ou de deux vice-présidents, 
d'un secrétaire, 
d'un trésorier et 
au moins de 4 et au plus de 7 membres assesseurs. 


Les membres du Bureau sont élus au cours de la réunion de la Com- 
mission, à l'occasion de chaque Congrès international de Numismatique. 
Ils ne sont rééligibles qu'une fois. Leur mandat prendra fin lors du 2ème 
congrès suivant leur élection. Le Bureau se réunira au moins une fois 
par an. 


Art. 5. Róle du Bureau de la Commission. Le Bureau est chargé: 
de constituer un centre d'information; 


b. de préparer les séances de la Commision et les Congrés numismatiques 
internationaux; 


c. de faire représenter éventuellement la numismatique au cours des 
congrés des sciences connexes; 


d. de faire des rapports sur les propositions des membres de la Commis- 
sion; 

e. de soumettre un programme de travail à la Commission et un budget 
annuel; 


f. de publier un rapport annuel. 


Art. 6. Finances. Les frais d'administration et de publication sont 
couverts par les subventions de la CISH, de l'UNESCO, par les cotisa- 
tions annuelles des institutions membres et par des dons et legs. 


Art. 7. Moyen d'action. La Commission ou son Bureau peuvent 
nommer des conseillers, réunis en sous-commission, pour des travaux 
déterminés. La Commission a le droit de nommer des membres honorai- 
res qui auront les mémes droits que les représentants des institutions. 


Art. 8. Siége. Le siége de la Commission est celui du Comité inter- 
national des Sciences historiques. 


Art. 9. Modification du réglement. Une modification du réglement 
pourra étre effectuée à la majorité des deux tiers des votes exprimés. 


Art. 10. Dissolution de la Commission. La Commission peut être 
dissoute par la majorité des deux tiers des voix de tous ses membres.

CONSTITUTION 


of the International Numismatic Commission 
adopted on 2 September 1950, 


modified on 9 July 1953, on 9 September 1955, and on 15 September 1973 


Art. 1. Purpose of the Commission. The Numismatic Commission 
of the International Committee of Historical Sciences exists for the 
purpose of facilitating cooperation between scholars of different countries 
in the sphere of numismatics. 


Art. 2. Composition of the Commission. Delegates of the following 
organisations will be invited to the Commission: 


a. the greater numismatic collections, open to the public and under a 
scientific direction; 


b. the numismatic organisations and societies representative of each 
country; 


c. the mints of each country. 
These members will pay an annual subscription fixed by the Bureau. 


Art. 3. Meetings and Voting. The Commission may hold a meeting 
on the occasion of an International Congress of Historical Sciences; a 
meeting must be held at each International Congress of Numismatics 
which in principle should take place every six years. 


Art. 4. The Bureau of the Commission consists of: 


a president, 

one or two vice-presidents, 

a secretary, 

a treasurer, and 

at least four and at most seven ordinary members. 


The members are elected at the meeting of the Commission during 
each International Congress of Numismatics. They can be reelected 
only once. Their term ends at the second International Congress of 
Numismatics following their election. 

The Bureau shall have at least one annual meeting. 


Art. 5. Duties of the Bureau of the Commission. The duties of the 
Bureau are as follows: 


a. to act as a centre of information; 


b. to arrange meetings of the Commission and International Numisma- 
tic Congresses ; 


c. to ensure that numismatics are represented, where possible, at con- 
gresses of related sciences; 


d. to report on proposals made by members of the Commission; 
e. to submit a working programme and an annual budget to the Com- 
mission; 


f. to publish an annual report. 


Art. 6. Finance. Expenses of administration and publication are 
covered by grants from CISH and UNESCO, by the annual subscrip- 
tions of corporate members, and by gifts and legacies. 


Art. 7. Executive powers. The Commission of the Bureau may 
appoint Committees with specified tasks. 

The Commission may appoint honorary members having the same 
rights as the delegates of the corporate members. 


Art. 8. Seat of the Commission. The seat of the Commission is that 
of the International Committee of Historical Sciences. 


Art. 9. Change of Constitution. A change in the Constitution may 
be made by a majority of two-thirds of the votes cast. 


Art. 10. Dissolution of the Commission. The Commission may be 
dissolved by a majority of two-thirds of the votes of all the members. 


MEETING OF THE BUREAU 


Paris, April 26th-27th 1979.

1. Adoption of the minutes of the meeting in Münster, May Sth-9th 1976. 


The minutes, printed in the Compte rendu, 25 1978, pp. 9-14, were 
adopted unanimously. 


2. Report by the President for 1978 


'The presidential activities had been concentrated on problems related 
to the international congress in Berne. Contacts had been maintained 
with the Swiss organizing committee represented by Herbert Cahn. 

The President deeply regretted that six member institutions had had 
to be removed from the list of members for non-payment of their annual 
contributions for several years. Five new members had been added to 
the hist an 1975. 


3. Report by the Treasurer: Accounts for 1978 and budget for 1979. 


The Bureau took cognizance of the accounts for 1978, printed in 
Compte rendu 25, 1978, p. 14 and already approved by the President. 
The budget for 1979 was discussed. On the suggestion of the Secretary 
the amount for travel expenses was increased from Sfr. 3.000,- to 
Sfr. 6.000,-, leaving at disposal a surplus of ca. 9.800,- Sfr. 


4. Coin Hoards 


A report from Dr. Martin Price, chief editor, was read by Robert 
Carson. The number of editors had been increased from 7 to 10, and 
cooperation from a number of new countries was thankfully recorded. 
Difficulties with the printers of volumes III and IV were responsible 
for the great delays in publication, but a change of printer had greatly 
improved the chances for the future volumes. It was to be hoped that 
both volumes IV and V would appear in 1979. 


The President exhibited a copy of the first volume of the French 
series of hoard publications edited by J.-B. Giard. The Secretary, 
as president of the sub-committee for COIN HOARDS, stressed its 
role as a consultative board, offering assistance and moral support to 
the editor, but not acting on its own initiative. It was suggested that 
indexes to COIN HOARDS, published at intervals of, for instance, 
ten years, might prove useful. 


9. Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum 


Professor Paul Naster presented a survey of the publication program- 
mes of the Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum in the different countries. 
His report will be submitted to the Union Académique Internationale 
during its meeting in Berne in June 1979. For further details see below 
pp. 20-21, 39-40. 

It was agreed to arrange a full meeting of the Sylloge Committee 
during the Congress in Berne. 


6. The International Numismatic Congress in Berne, September 1979. 


Herbert Cahn reported that the preliminary programme had now 
been circulated. About 550 people had expressed an interest in at- 
tending. The Bureau reviewed a preliminary list of section presidents 
and added some suggestions. The question of the distribution of subsi- 
dies, especially to younger scholars and participants from countries with 
currency regulations, was discussed. It was agreed to arrange a meeting 
of the Bureau early during the congress and a general discussion on 
topics of common interest on Thursday, September 13th, in the evening. 
The lecturers should be asked to present a manuscript of their papers 
(max. 10 pages) on their arrival for publication in the Acts of the con- 
gress. They would have the opportunity of having a short summary 
(max. one page) copied and distributed in advance among the audience, 
if the text was delivered to the Congress Secretariat before September 
Ist. 

Robert Carson and Peter Berghaus made a joint report on the Survey 
of Numismatic Literature 1972-1977. Most of the volume was now in 
page proof, and the editors were confident that the Survey would be 
ready in time for the congress. In spite of all efforts it had proved im- 
possible to reduce the number of pages below ca. 550, indexes included. 
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For the medieval and modern section no contributions were available 
from Bulgaria and Russia. Peter Berghaus had taken responsibility 
for the indexing which was found more difficult and timeconsuming 


than expected. 


7. Proposals for new members of the Bureau and new honorary members. 


After a thorough discussion and a vote, a list of nine candidates was 
established to be placed before the plenary session of the Commission 
in Berne with the recommendation of the Bureau. A list of seven can- 
didates for honorary membership was also prepared. 


8. Other Business 


a. The Bureau discussed various possibilities for the place of the next 
international congress. Invitations had been received from Prague, 
Spain (Madrid or Seville), and London. The Bureau expressed its 
great pleasure at the invitations and decided unanimously to recom- 
mend London as the next meeting place to the Plenary Session, with 
which the decision lies. 


b. The Secretary made a complaint that information on symposia, 
colloquia etc. of international numismatic interest was generally 
received too late to be circulated among the members. An exception 
to this was the "Symposium on Emergency Coinages" to be arrang- 
ed in Dublin, on April 22nd - 24 th, 1981, for which a folder was al- 
ready available. 


c. Herbert Cahn proposed the publication of an Information Bulletin 
or Newsletter three or four times each year in order to improve the 
contact between the Bureau and the members. It was agreed that 
the annual Compte rendu should be continued, dealing with topics 
of more permanent interest, but that a Newsletter issued more 
frequently would be a most important improvement. The matter 
was left to the decision of the new Bureau. 


d. Octavian Iliescu reminded the Bureau of the Historical Congress in 
Bucarest in 1980 and drew its attention to a new numismatic pub- 
lication in Roumania, the Cercetdri Numismatice of the Historical 
Museum in Bucarest, the first volume of which had appeared in 1978.

e. Herbert Cahn expressed, on behalf of the Bureau, its thanks to the 
President for the invitation to come to Paris. The next meeting of 


the Bureau would be held on Monday, September 10th 1979 in Berne 
at 20 o'clock.

GENERAL DISCUSSION OF NUMISMATIC PROBLEMS 
Berne, September 13th, 1979. 


In the chair: Robert A. G. Carson. 


1. Kritischer Überblick über die numismatische Literatur der Neuzeit 
in Mittel-, Süd- und Westeuropa (Erich B. Cahn). 


Erich B. Cahn read a paper containing a critical survey of recent lit- 
erature dealing with the period from ca. 1400 - ca. 1789 from Italy, 
Spain, France, Switzerland, the Benelux, Germany, Austria, and Czech- 
oslovakia. In the speaker's view the situation was generally unsatis- 
factory, although a few exceptions to the common neglect were mention- 
ed, for instance Italy. 


2. The Problem of unlicensed Reprinting. 


Taking as his starting point the unlicensed reprinting by Obol Inter- 
national, Chicago of the catalogue of the McClean Collection in Cam- 
bridge, Philip Grierson on behalf of the Fitzwilllam Museum proposed 
the following resolution: 


"The General Assembly of the Commission Internationale de Nu- 
mismatique: 
Considering that as a matter of equity the reprinting and public 
offer for commercial gain of works of scholarship produced without re- 
ward to the scholars concerned or prior approval of the organisation 
which incurred the expense of original publication should only take 
place with prior consultation and reasonable compensation arrangements 
with the organisation concerned; 
Mindful moreover that disregard of such courtesies not only stands as 
a disincentive to further scholarly work but by depriving charitable 
organisations of legitimate income prevents their undertaking new 
scholarly publication ; 


1. Calls for a complete stop to the publication of unlicensed reprints; 


2. Requests all students, institutions, and commercial undertakings 
concerned with numismatics not to countenance or support such 
reprints." 
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In the discussion which followed Samir Shamma, Saudi Arabia, and 
Harrington E. Manville, U.S.A. suggested minor changes, while Peter 
Seaby, Great Britain on behalf of the AINP promised the full support 
of his organization for all actions against unlicensed reprinting re- 
commended by the Commission. 


3. Suggestions of future Arrangements for International Numismatic 
Congresses. 


Otto Morkholm in his introduction raised two general questions. 


1. Was a thematic arrangement of the sessions such as that used in 
Berne preferable to the geographical and chronological divisions 
formerly used? 

2. The arrangement of the free discussions in Berne left some of the 
papers without any discussion at all. How was this to be avoided ? 


Peter Hammerich, Denmark made a number of points concerning the 
performance of the lectures: 


1. The lecturers should be well prepared and keep to the time schedule. 

2. Maps and slides should be used extensively. 

3. The official congress languages should be reduced to three, English, 
French, and German. 

4. The reading should be slow and clear and each lecture should im- 
mediately be given a resumé in one of the other languages. 


On behalf of the Organizing Committee Herbert Cahn admitted that 
time ought to have been reserved for discussion of the afternoon papers. 

Concerning the languages he pointed out that Italian and Spanish 
were very important and regretted that simultaneous translation was 
excluded on account of the expenses. 

Michael Bates, U.S.A. reported on a meeting of a so-called “Islamic 
Seminar” with 17 participants. He explained the advantages of this 
meeting and recommended for future congresses that special time be set 
aside in the programme for this kind of semi-formal discussion groups, 
and that the organizers in advance encourage the formation of such 
groups in the various fields of numismatics. 

The question of communication between the Commission and Uni- 
versities and other scientific institutions, especially in the Middle East, 
was discussed by Samir Shamma, Saudi Arabi, Bluma Trell, U.S.A., 
S. K. Bhatt, India, and the Secretary. Robert Carson concluded the 
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discussion by pointing out that the Institutions in question could easily 
solve the problem of communication by becoming members of the 
Commission. 

Bluma Trell, U.S.A., used the opportunity to call for a more active 
participation of the chairmen in helping and coaching the speakers. 


4. Communication within the Numismatic World and the Role of the CIN. 


On behalf of the Bureau Peter Berghaus suggested the publication 
of “Newsletters” to appear more frequently as a supplement to the 
annual Compte rendu. In this way relevant new information could be 
brought more quickly to the attention of the members. 

Otto Merkholm welcomed the idea of a “Newsletter”, but pointed 
out that communication is a two-way business and that the active 
assistance of the members in supplying information to the Secretariat 
was essential to the success of the undertaking. 

W. de Bruijn, the Netherlands suggested a more extended use of 
existing periodicals as a means of communication. 


5. Other Business. 


a. A. Moretti, Italy spoke about the many Sylloge parts unavailable 
at present. He suggested reprinting of the missing parts and the 
establishment under the control of the CIN of an organization for 
a commercial distribution of the Sylloge. Colin Kraay, Great Britain 
promised to look into the matter of reprinting as far as the English 
Sylloge volumes were concerned. 


b. Rudolf Fritsch, Germany asked authors of numismatic monographs 
and catalogues to use exact descriptions and to take special care 
with the inscriptions which should be rendered in capital letters 
with an indication of the divisions. 

c. Philip Grierson, Great Britain spoke on precision in numismatic 
procedures. He mentioned examples of inaccuracy of weights and 
specific gravity and warned against the blind acceptance of the 
apparently very precise figures often met with in scholarly work. 


d. J. J. Krasnodebski, Great Britain announced the preparation of a 
new edition of his International Numismatic Directory and appealed 
for co-operation.

1. Ratification of the minutes of the General Meeting in Washington 
September 15th, 1973. 


The Minutes of the General Meeting held in Washington, September 
15th, 1973 (printed in Compte rendu 20, 1973, pp. 20-26) were approved 
unanimously. 


2. Report of the activities of the Bureau 1973-1979. 


The President informed the General Meeting that the Bureau elected 
in Washington, September 1973, had met regularly once a year. In 
1979 there had been 2 meetings of the Bureau. 

Commenting of the activities the President first mentioned the pub- 
lication of the acts of the Congress of 1973 “Proceedings of the 8th 
International Congress of Numismatics New York - Washington, Sep- 
tember 1973” Paris Bale 1976. The volume was edited by the President 
and Herbert A. Cahn to whom special thanks were addressed. The 
IAPN was thanked for assuming the costs of printing. 
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Secondly the President mentioned the work done in connection with 
the 9th International Numismatic Congress in Berne. The Bureau in 
co-operation with the Swiss Organizing Committee had assumed the 
general responsability for the Congress and discussed many points in 
detail. The great success of the arrangement was due to the efforts of 
all concerned but especially to Herbert Cahn and Paul Otto Wenger. 

Next he commented upon the “Survey of Numismatic Research 
1972-1977", explaining its new and critical approach and congratulating 
the editors Robert A. G. Carson, Peter Berghaus and Nicolas Lowick. 

As his fourth point the President dwelt upon the new format and 
content of the annual Compte rendu. Since 1974 its scope had been 
extended considerably and it was hoped that the new Compte rendu 
served to bring relevant and interesting information to the members. 

The report of the President was adopted without comments. 


3. Report from the sub-committee for the publication Sylloge Nummorum 
Graecorum. 


The President of the sub-committee, Paul Naster, presented the 
following report:

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4. Report from the sub-committee for the publication COIN HOARDS 


Otto Morkholm as President for the sub-committee read the following 
letter from the Chief-editor, Martin Price: 

The sub-committee for Coin Hoards has been unable to meet owing 
to lack of funds; but the Royal Numismatic Society has launched its 
project announced at the last General Meeting of the CIN to publish 
an annual review of coin hoards; and this has been joined by the new 
venture of the Bibliothèque Nationale, a series entitled Trésors Mo- 
nétaires, of which one volume has appeared. 

The periodical Coin Hoards has used the services of a computer as an 
aid to indexing and to producing a manuscript. Five volumes have 
been prepared in this way, and would now be published if the editor had 
not met with unprecedented inefficiency in the final printing. It is 
hoped that volumes IV and V will appear in 1979, and that volume VI 
onwards will appear annually. A bibliography of published hoards, 
with brief description of contents, is linked to notes on new finds, and 
this mixture has aroused considerable interest. The resulting cooperation 
throughout the world has been exemplary. Certain large and important 
hoards, which would previously have passed through the trade unrecord- 
ed, have been studied while much of the material was still together; and 
this alone is justification for the project. It is hoped that the coop- 
eration between numismatists of different countries will continue to be 
fostered in this way to the benefit of the study of numismatics as a whole. 

Trésors Monétaires has a different object — the detailed publication 
of hoards, particularly those from France, which are either new or have 
lain unpublished for several years. It complements admirably the pro- 
ject of the Royal Numismatic Society, other countries should be en- 
couraged to take up this initiative. 

The plea for international cooperation was strongly supported by 
Otto Morkholm and the President.

6. Election to the Bureau 


a. Decision on the number of members in the new Bureau 


The President argued for retaining the number of members for 
the new Bureau at 9, referring to the problems of efficiency and 
cost. In the discussion which followed A. Beltran, Spain, A. 
Kunisz, Poland, D. Nony, France, and Colin Martin, Switzerland 
argued for an increase of the Bureau in order to secure representation 
of more countries or regions. O. Morkholm warned against this easy 
solution of the difficult problem. 

By a show of hands the proposal of the Bureau (retaining 9 
members) was adopted by 46 votes out of 64. 


b. Election of members to the Bureau 


Before the introduction of the candidates Margaret Thompson 
commented on the question of female representation in the Bureau. 
In her opinion the seats should be distributed according to geo- 
graphical criteria, and the major fields of numismatics ought to be 
represented. Sex as well as colour, religion etc. was irrelevant and 
personally she would like to think that she had become a member 
of the Bureau because of her merits, not because of her sex. 

The President introduced the 9 candidates proposed by the Bureau. 

D. Nony, President of the Société francaise de numismatique, 
proposed the candidature of Mme Francoise Dumas while S. Sucho- 
dolski was proposed by A. Kunisz, Polskie Towarzystwo Archeolo- 
giczne i Numizmatyczne. 

At this point S. Suchodolski was replaced as a scrutineer of the 
ballot by J. Youroukova, Bulgaria. 
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Athos Moretti, Società Numismatica Italiana, Milan, supported the 
list of the Bureau and expressed his thanks for its work during the 
last 6 years. The thanks were seconded by D. Nony.

Over 400 participants and accompanying persons convened in the 
Swiss capital for the Ninth International Numismatic Congress. Thirty- 
five countries were represented with delegates coming from as far away 
as Australia, Mexico, the Philippines and South Africa. The choice 
of site was a happy one: a charming mediaeval city offering comfortable 
hotel facilities within walking distance of the meeting rooms in the 
university. Skillful planning by the Organizing Committee, headed by 
Herbert A. Cahn and Otto Paul Wenger, coupled with the bonus of 
ideal weather added greatly to the pleasure of the occasion. 

Following the pattern of the Copenhagen Congress, which had been 
abandoned in New York-Washington, the program featured four major 
speakers: Louis Robert, William E. Metcalf, Ryszard Kiersnowski and 
Hansheiner Eichhorn. An additional 132 shorter papers were scheduled 
for the remainder of the available time and these were grouped in 
concurrent sessions, averaging four but totalling five for one after- 
noon. Careful screening of applications for the program resulted in a 
high proportion of worthwhile contributions within the thematic frame- 
work adopted by the Program Committee. 

It was generally felt that scheduling a major address at the beginning 
of each day was a good decision if only because it brought the entire 
group together in four single sessions. There was less enthu siasm 
for the thematic arrangement which determined the composition of the 
remaining sessions. Any large assembly for the reading of papers 
inevitably involves concurrent sessions and consequent difficulties in 
shifting about to hear speakers in different rooms, but many partici- 
pants felt that the problems are fewer when papers are presented in 
geographical and chronological divisions, as had been the case with 
previous congresses. Some sessions were followed by lively and pertinent 
discussion but others elicited little or no commentary. On the whole 
one wonders if the alloted time might not have been better used for 
additional papers of general interest, leaving it up to those directly 
concerned to exchange views in a less formal setting. 

During the leisure hours there was ample opportunity to enjoy Swiss 
hospitality. The banquet at the Casino was a gala affair and other 
festivities included receptions tendered by the cantonal and municipal 
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authorities of Berne and by the International Association of Professional 
Numismatists. A highlight, of course, was the lovely boat trip on the 
Lake of Thun with stops to visit Spiez and the beautiful gardens of 
Oberhofen. 

On September 8-9 the Swiss Numismatic Society, under the direction 
of Hans-Ulrich Geiger, held its Centennial at Fribourg and some congress- 
lonists who arrived early were able to share in that celebration and 
visit another delighful mediaeval city. Those who travelled about had 
the chance to see not only the fine displays at the Berne Historical 
Museum but also the special exhibits of coins and medals which seven 
other Swiss cities had prepared in honor of the Congress and the Cen- 
tennial. 

AN in all it was a splendid occasion for which we owe our Swiss col- 
leagues warm thanks and congratulations. Now we look forward to the 
London Congress of 1986 and the Sesquicentennial of the Royal Nu- 
mismatic Society.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF COINS & MEDALS, 
FITZWILLIAM MUSEUM, CAMBRIDGE 


The Department in the Fitzwilliam Museum houses the numismatic 
collections accumulated by the University and by the Colleges since the 
sixteenth century, with the exception of the Lewis Collection at Corpus 
Christi College. The University Collection was begun by the bequest of 
Andrew Perne, Master of Peterhouse, in 1589. This was joined by a 
bequest from Owen Mayfield, Mayor of Cambridge in 1686. In 1744 
Roger Gale, of Trinity College bequeathed his cabinet of Roman coins 
to the University. These collections were housed in the University 
Library, and were transferred to the Museum in 1856. An 18th century 
MS catalogue exists which is believed to record Perne's bequest, and 
some of the Anglo-Saxon coins have been ascribed to the Perne col- 
lection. His Will makes only the most general references to coins, but 
does specify medieval seal matrices, which are still in the collections. 
The Gale collection is recorded in a contemporary catalogue from which 
many items can be identified. It seems clear however that the Univer- 
sity took no serious interest in its numismatic collections. J. J. Smith 
in his Preface to his publication of the Gonville and Caius coin collections 
in 1846 says 


"There is a collection belonging to the University. The connoisseur 
will find herein a rich treat in an assemblage of examples of almost 
all the known medals of Rome, Consular and Imperial, Silver and 
Brass of the several sizes. As to gold — Apparent rari nantes in 
gurgite vasto — as their former owner and collector heads this 
detachment of his catalogue. These rarities it will be excusable here 
to name... The MS Catalogue is good in the writing, accurate and 
full in description, and the autograph of the collector (RoGER GALE) 
stands on the first fly-leaf..." 


From this extract it is clear that to a competent numismatist in the 
mid-19th century Gale's collection formed a respectable Roman cabinet, 
while the Perne collection had lost all identity. 

Several Cambridge Colleges have formed distinguished coin collections. 
The largest and most varied is that of Trinity, including the collection 
of Archdeacon John Battely (1646-1708) of coins found at Reculver 
and the collection of Beaupré Bell (1704-41) the Norfolk antiquary, 
with a MS catalogue by Charles Marsh (1669-1771). The College also 
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kept accurate acquisitions registers from 1869 to 1925. For earlier 
acquisitions the College Order Books reveal provenances to the mid 
17th century for coins and medals still in the collection. 

St John's College has a large Roman coin collection, including that of 
Bromsall presented to the College in 1758. The Gonville and Caius 
collection was formed by successive Masters of the College Sir James 
Burrough (1691-1764) and Professor John Smith (1714-95) and the 
catalogue was published by J. J. Smith in 1846. The Emmanuel College 
collection was largely formed in the 18th century, but its early MS cata- 
logue is no longer known. In 1937 and 1938 the Colleges were invited 
by the Museum Syndicate to deposit their collections, and the following 
were placed in the Fitzwilliam: Trinity (6000 items), St John's (1265 
items) plus the Bromsall collection (1235 items), Gonville and Caius 
(1194 items), Christ's (430 items), and Emmanuel (150 items). Sub- 
sequently Girton (159 items), Peterhouse and Pembroke colleges deposit- 
ed. The collections formed by the colleges are very varied in character, 
containing excellent Roman, British and foreign coins, but it is a cu- 
riosity of them that there were practically no Greek coins at all. Babing- 
ton, in his pamphlet urging the purchase of the Leake collection, 1864, 
Says 

“There is nothing, I believe, which can be called a collection of 
Greek coins in the possession of the University or of any of its 
Colleges. Caius College has a few Greek coins, Christ's College a 
few, Trinity and St John's a very few indeed. Some there are 
likewise in the Fitzwilliam Museum, but, excepting a fair series 
of the silver money of the Achaean League, the cabinet contains 
only a meagre and unconnected assortment." 


One outstanding collection, that of Rev. S. S. Lewis (1836-91), 
bequeathed to Corpus Christi College, remains in the college library 
with Lewis's antiquities and gems. The Greek coins are being published 
by M. J. Price as Vol. VI of Sylloge Nummorum (Graecorum (Part I, 
1972), and the College has full MS catalogues of the Roman coins by 
M. J. T. Lewis, and of the medieval coins by Peter Spufford. The 
Lewis gemstones were published by Martin Henig in British Archaeolo- 
gical Reports. Supplementary Series, I, in 1975. 

The Cambridge Antiquarian Society (founded in 1840) accumulated 
a large collection of coins of which a catalogue of the Roman and English 
was published by J. J. Smith in 1847. The collection was transferred 
to the Fitzwilliam from the Museum of General and Local Archaeology 
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in 1886. The Society has a complete set of Minute Books which deserve 
numismatic scrutiny as they contain many references to reported but 
unpublished finds of coins. 

The Fitzwiliam Museum acquired, from its foundation in 1816, 
miscellaneous gifts of coins, but a serious interest in the collecting of 
coins begins with the purchase, by Grace of 25 February 1861, of the 
coins, gems, antiquites, and library of Col. William Martin Leake 
(1777-1860), the Greek topographer. The purchase was made under the 
terms of Leake's Will, which generously offered the collections at his 
estimated price of £5000. The purchase was opposed by Whewell of 
Trinity College, a member of the museum's Syndicate, because the only 
source of money was the museum's building fund, at a time when the 
interior was still unfinished. Churchill Babington, also a member of the 
Syndicate and Disney Professor of Archaeology, led the faction for the 
purchase, and a vote of the University's Senate approved it. Whewell 
resigned from the Syndicate. Babington had produced a pamphlet 
against Whewell over the acquisition of the Leake collections, and in 
it he made a correct prediction of the wider effects in the University 
of there being a numismatic collection in the Museum. He suggested 
that the Colleges should deposit their own holdings of coins and medals 
so that uniform series could be created in the Museum, and that such 
collections “might probably receive rapid augmentations by private 
gifts from persons who have a few coins in their possession, and would 
prefer to have them placed where they might form part of a continuous 
series, rather than lie unseen and unknown in a bag or a drawer.” 

Babington also had argued in his pamphlet that printed catalogues 
and small public exhibitions would stimulate an interest in numismatic 
material in the Museum. He published exhibition catalogues of Leake 
Greek coins in 1867 and of British and English coins in 1866 with a 
revised edition in 1867. The numismatic collections were housed in the 
Museum's Library, and the Syndicate bought two special show cases for 
the Greek and for the British and English coins in 1867. Leake himself 
had published a full catalogue of his collection, the Numismata Hellenica, 
London 1856, Supplement London 1859. The catalogue is not arranged 
on the system of Eckhel, but on a simple alphabetical order under the 
main headings of Asia, Europe, Islands and Kings. This was much 
criticised by The Edinburgh Review in 1856, but was answered con- 
vincingly by Leake in that journal on the grounds of practical con- 
venience in using such a closed collection. Clearly, the criticism hurt 
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Leake, for his Will stipulated that were the collections to be acquired 
by Cambridge University, the order of the coins was to be preserved — 
it still is. 

In 1906 and 1912 J. R. McClean presented his collection of over 10,000 
Greek coins. He had worked on a catalogue of his own collection, and 
at his death in 1912 at the age of only 40 his brother offered a generous 
subsidy towards the productions costs of such a catalogue. S. W. 
Grose was appointed to prepare the catalogue which appeared in three 
volumes between 1923 and 1929. The Museum has also acquired a 
further 10,000 Greek coins from other benefactors and from regular 
though small-scale purchases, giving a total Greek coin collection of 
over 30,000 pieces. The miscellaneous gifts have included a large parcel 
of billon tetradrachms of Alexandria from C. T. Currelly in 1905, and 
important groups of Greek coins from A. A. de Pass (1933), A. W. Young 
(1936), and Ellis Minns (1940). The National Art-Collections Fund enabl- 
ed the Museum to buy Greek coins from the sales of the Lockett collection : 
in $1955, 1959, and 41061. 

The most important gift of Greek coins since that of Young in 1936, 
however, was made by Rev. H. St. J. Hart in 1963. His collection of 
316 Greek coins was accompanied by 106 Homan coins, both groups 
formed as an aid to the teaching of the history and language of semitic 
peoples. The collection is particularly rich in the hellenistic coins of 
Macedonia and Syria, with, for example, a complete collection of the 
silver coins of Antiochus IV of Syria. Mr Hart added in 1969 a gift to 
the Seleucid bronze coins from the Lockett collection. In 1978 the 
A. S. F. Gow collection of Greek coins, bequeathed to the Museum of 
Classical Archaeology, was placed on deposit in the Fitzwilliam. 

The Universitys Roman coin collection commenced with Perne's 
bequest of 1589, and became a respectable cabinet of coins with Gale's 
bequest in 1745. These collections were transferred to the Fitzwilliam 
in 1856, and were joined by the collection of the Cambridge Antiquarian 
Society in 1886. In 1890 J. H. Middleton, Director of the Museum 
1889-1893 and Slade Professor, used the Greek and Roman coins for 
teaching in the Museum's Library, and in the same year the Syndicate 
formally expressed its intention to make the Roman coin collections 
comparable with those of the Greek. Little money appears to have been 
spent, but important gifts were made. The Rev. W. G. Searle was the 
donor of the greatest number of Roman coins, followed by Sir John 
Evans who gave 633 Roman coins, a portion of an East Anglian Hoard, 
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in 1906. Large groups of Roman coins were included in the F. W. Has- 
luck bequest (1920), A. W. Young gift (1936) and the Professor Gutter- 
idge gift (1939). The two most important hoards are the Frenckenham 
of 1953 from Mr S. Jeffreys and the Gt. Chesterford hoard (1847) of 
198 Roman sestertii from Lord Braybrooke in 1968. The most important 
purchase, from the Duplicates Fund in 1948, was that of the Michael 
Grant collection of 683 coins, including much of the materials published 
by Grant in From Imperium to Auctoritas. 

The Department has made special efforts to acquire celtic coins and 
celtic and Roman hoards. The regular gifts, made over many years, 
by the Rev. W. G. Searle and by L. C. G. Clarke, and the gift of 28 
ancient British gold coins from Mrs Francis Jenkinson in 1923, are 
to be found recorded in Professor Grierson's Fitzwilliam fascicule of 
the British Sylloge, published in 1958. There have been important 
acquisitions since that date. The Barway hoard of 1959 was presented 
by L. C. G. Clarke, Philip Grierson, and the Friends of the Fitzwilliam, 
and the Lakenheath hoard was bought in 1960 from the S. G. Perceval 
Fund. In 1960 and in 1962 Lady Briscoe presented the important stray 
finds of celtic coins from Joist Fen, Lakenheath. 

The extensive collection of Byzantine coins is founded on two major 
gifts. In 1950 the family of C. J. Bunn gave almost 4000 pieces, and 
in 1959 C. D. Sherborne gave 1800. In consequence, the Museum owns 
the most extensive public collection of Byzantine bronze coins. The 
range of Byzantine coins in precious metal was found to be an unre- 
presentative group, and between 1968 and 1972 the Syndicate provided 
for a purchase programme which has balanced the collection. 

The Medieval and Modern collections are based on three substantial 
gifts. The Rev. W. G. Searle presented 12000 ancient and modern coins 
in 1899, and added some 1200 further pieces before his death in 1913. 
The J. 5. Henderson bequest, 1933, contained mainly modern English 
coins, and was remarkably rich in pattern and proof pieces. In 1936 
the A. W. Young gift of 4649 coins was remarkable for Roman and for 
English gold coins of superlative quality. Distinguished supplements 
to these gifts came from the Rev. E. C. Dewick bequest, 1918, which 
contained excellent continental coins, the F. W. Hasluck bequest which 
included 984 British and continental coins and the Frank Smart col- 
lection presented by T. J. G. Duncanson in 1931, and containing 986 
English coins. The gifts provided by the Friends of the Fitzwilliam of 
Anglo-Saxon and medieval pennies of the Cambridge mint, 1926 and 
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1931, and from L. C. G. Clarke over many years are to be found credited 
in Professor Grierson's Fitzwilliam fascicule of the British Sylloge. 
Mr Clarke also presented a fine group in 1960 of coins of the Knights 
of Malta. The Pilgrim Trust presented superb Scottish coins from the 
Lockett collection in 1957, and equally spectacular continental medieval 
gold coins from Lockett were presented by the Friends of the Fitzwilliam 
and Philip Grierson, with the Museum's Aston and Harris funds, in 
1956. In 1974 the University Purchase Fund bought, with generous 
help from Messrs Collins and Clark the vendors, a group of 15 Anglo- 
Saxon and Norman pennies once in the collection of James Wyatt of 
Bedford. 

The remarkable collection of 185 coins and tokens formed by Rev. 
E. Conybeare from materials found at Barrington, Cambs., during his 
incumbency, was presented by Miss F. M. McCormick in 1975. The 
collection ranges in date from Roman to modern times. 

The Department now houses, on deposit, the collection of Professor 
Grierson, of some 17000 European medieval coins. A special study 
room contains the collection, which is the finest extant series of such 
coins and space has been provided also for Professor Grierson's nu- 
mismatic books and archive. These collections are available to students 
through the Departmental staff on the same conditions as govern the 
Department's own collections. 

There are two important groups of oriental coins in the Department. 
The miscellaneous assemblage of the coins of the Indian sub-continent 
includes the second collection of Edward Thomas, bought in 1875. 
The whole collection was put into order from 1922 by R. B. Whitehead, 
and under his guidance small but important purchases were made, 
especially of Indo-Greek and early Mughal coins. The collection in- 
cludes one large and valuable bequest of 1511 coins, made by J. D. 
Tremlett in 1918. In 1963 A. W. Botham bequeathed his large col- 
lection of Assamese coins, with a MS catalogue. 

The Department has an extensive and representative collection of 
English commemorative medals of which the gift of 200 items by A. W. 
Young in 1936 forms the most valuable part. The various loans from 
the Colleges included many medals both English and foreign, that of 
Trinity being the largest and the most interesting. Some of the Trinity 
pieces are recorded in the College Order Books back to the late 17th 
century. The Foreign medal collections contain representative series of 
Italian and French material only. Since 1964 there has been made a 
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continuous series of purchases of foreign and English medals, mainly 
from the University Purchase Fund, and a permanent exhibition of 
medals was mounted from 1966 to 1978. It will be reinstated when a 
rehanging of the museum's galleries is completed. The Department sub- 
scribes to the photographic survey of Italian Medals, 1550-1750, produc- 
ed by the Warburg Institute, London, and has contributed photographs 
of the museum's rarities to that archive. 

The Department has some 650 classical and post-classical gems and 
cameos. The Leake collection, bought in 1864 included 123 gems, of 
which the classical items were published by C. W. King in 1870. Further 
substantial groups of gems came from the bequests of W. H. Caulfield 
(1896), F. McClean (1904), and S. G. Perceval (1922), and the gift of 
A. A. de Pass in 1933. The Ricketts and Shannon collection, bequeathed 
by C. H. Shannon in 1937, contained a few choice Italian renaissance 
gems and cameos besides its ancient material. Amongst the oriental 
gems is the collection of R. B. Whitehead presented by his brother in 
1967. It contains Kushan and Ephthalite materials, to which Mrs C. 
Carrington added a group in 1970. 

There is a small collection of 50 medieval seal matrices, amongst which 
are the seven bequeathed to the University by Dr Perne in 1589. There 
are besides these, an important collection of impressions of seals, num- 
bering over 6000 items. These include the official series of casts issued 
by the British Museum, the collection of the Cambridge Antiquarian 
Society deposited in 1902, the collection of H. A. Rye given in 1922, and 
two groups from the college loans. 


STAFF 


The first sustained work on the coin collections, other than the Greek, 
was performed by Rev. W. G. Searle of Queen’s College, who worked 
for over half a century on the coin and other collections in the museum. 
Searle’s assiduity in and generosity to the Department was recognised 
by his being appointed the first Honorary Keeper of Coins and Medals 
in 1909. There were then 47000 coins in the Department. At the same 
time a museum assistant, Harry Chapman, was appointed to assist 
Searle. Searle died in 1913, and S. W. Grose was invited to prepare the 
McClean Greek coin catalogue in that year. This work was interrupted 
by war until 1922. H. T. Shrubbs was appointed to succeed Chapman 
in 1919, and remained in charge of the Department until 1956. During

this period he was responsible for the ordering and labelling of a vast 
profusion of material. Much specialised cataloguing work was performed 
by volunteer scholars. Professor Rapson and others catalogued the 
Tremlett bequest of Indian coins of 1919, and R. B. Whitehead arranged 
the large collection of coins of the Indian sub-continent, between 1922 
and 1950. He was also instrumental in eliciting important gifts of such 
coins, and in advising the Department in making purchases. Harold 
Mattingly, on his retirement from the British Museum, spent the years 
1950 to 1953 in re-arranging the Department's various collections of 
Roman coins into a single series, ordered according to his British Museum 
catalogues. F. M. Heichelheim (d. 1968) worked from 1939 on labelling 
the Leake and General collections in accordance with recent scholar- 
ship, and in publishing between 1940 and 1965 six fascicules of Vol. IV 
of Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum. A MS catalogue of the ancient gems 
and cameos was prepared by Miss B. K. Burn in 1928. 

The office of Honorary Keeper has been continued. Searle was succeed- 
ed by S. W. Grose, 1922-8 and 1936-49, during which period he published 
his catalogue of the McClean coins, and advised on purchases for the 
Department. A. H. Lloyd was Honorary Keeper between 1928 and 
1936, and worked on the English coins. Professor Philip Grierson has 
held the office since 1949. The present departmental staff consists of a 
Keeper, J. G. Pollard, an Assistant Keeper, T. R. Volk, and a Technician, 
G. R. Thoday. 


THE HOUSING OF THE COLLECTIONS 


The Leake collection was kept in the museum's Library from 1864 to 
1907, when a small room was contrived for it, opening from the Library 
itself. The vast physical expansion of the museum under S. C. Cockerell 
removed this office and made a new Coin Room necessary. The cost for 
this room was borne by W. N. McClean, brother of J. R. McClean, and 
the room opened in 1922, the same year as the opening of the Heberden 
Room in Ashmolean Museum. A further physical expansion of the Mu- 
seum enabled the Department to incorporate extensive adjacent areas in 
1975, and in 1976 an overall development scheme for the Department 
was approved and funded by the University. This scheme has enabled 
the McClean room to be devoted principally to Greek, Roman, and 
Byzantine coins, and has created a Grierson Study Room, a Medal Room, 
an enquiry desk and work room, book store and a special area for 
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departmental displays. The scheme is now complete, with the exception 
of the show cases for the display area, and it enables the Department to 
accommodate large classes for lectures and demonstrations and to 
provide, at last, adequate space for scholarly visitors. 


LIBRARY 


The Department maintains its own library which deals with the whole 
range of numismatic materials. The library serves as the principal centre 
for numismatic bocks within the University, and purchases are co-ordi- 
nated with those of the University Library to avoid useless duplication. 
Suitable indexes to author and subject for book and pamphlet materials 
are maintained. Sir Edward Robinson gave the Department the choice 
of his library in 1975, a gift which included a wide range of books and 
pamphlets on ancient numismatics and related materials, besides a 
complete Pauly-Wissowa. Professor Grierson has recently presented 
his collection of sales catalogues and the Department's own catalogues 
are being placed with it as one series. 


PUBLICATIONS 


The Department is proud of what has been published from the col- 
lections despite slender resources. Almost the whole of the Greek 
collection has been covered in Grose's three volume McClean catalogue, 
1923-9 and eight fascicules of Vol. IV of Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum. 
The Sylloge contains the Leake and the General collections, the first six 
fascicules by F. M. Heichelheim, 1939-1965, and fascicules 7 and 8 by 
M. J. Price, 1967, 1971. Two further fascicules will complete the pub- 
lication of the present series, which deals primarily with coinage in 
precious metal. Philip Grierson published the Ancient British and Anglo- 
Saxon coins in the first fascicule of Sylloge of Coins of the British Isles 
in 1958. The Greek and Roman gems were catalogued in an Appendix to 
J. H. Middleton, The engraved gems of classical times, Cambridge 1891. 
This will be replaced by a catalogue of both ancient and post classical 
gems and cameos in the Fitzwilliam Museum being prepared by Martin 
Henig and Diana Scarisbrick. Professor Grierson plans to publish, 
with the aid of T. R. Volk, the whole of his collection. The creation of 
the Grierson Study Room enables the work to be centred in the Museum. 
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As a result of the amalgamation of the Roman coin collections by 
Harold Mattingly the new discoveries were published by him in Nu- 
mismatic Chronicle 1956. Mattingly's work showed that although the 
range and quality of the Roman collections was admirable they did not 
warrant substantial publication. Professor Grierson came to the same 
conclusion for the Byzantine collections. The Department views pub- 
lication as more a matter of scholarly utility than of local prestige. The 
English medieval coins will be included in the programme for the 
publication of the Grierson collection. The oriental collections deserve 
further work and probably deserve publication. At present F. L. Gupta 
is preparing a catalogue of the imperial Mughal and Siri dynasty coins 
for publication. The Annual Report of the Museum regularly describes 
and illustrates the principal acquisitions of the Department. From 
1909 to 1966 the Friends of the Fitzwilliam issued a separately published 
Annual Report. 


TEACHING 


The collections have been used for undergraduate teaching since 1890, 
and since 1961 the departmental staff have joined this activity. The 
Department is now used regularly for classes and seminars for students 
from Classics, Classical Archaeology, Archaeology and Anthropology, 
and History of Art. The exhibition area in the Department has been 
designed to enable two cycles of exhibitions to be mounted, one for use in 
university courses, and one more for the interest of the general public. 


ACQUISITIONS 


The staff attempt to buy coins in areas of the collection which are 
subject to use for teaching, are in process of publication, or are simply 
inadequately represented. The University Purchase Fund given to the 
Museum by the University, and grants from the Faculty Board of Classics 
are the principal local resource for such purchases, while for medals and 
gems museum funds available for works of art are used. The help of 
national charities is also enlisted, such as the National Art-Collections 
Fund, The Pilgrim Trust and the Grant-in-Aid administered by the Vic- 
toria and Albert Museum. The Department has one small Trust Fund, 
The Ritchie-Ginsburg, established in 1963 at the instance of Miss Ritchie, 
from the sale of duplicate coins. Miss B. K. Burn has presented a collec- 
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tion of ancient coins from which a similar fund will be created by the 
sale of duplicates. Individual friends of the Department are asked to 
help. Mr L. C. G. Clarke was a regular purchaser of rarities for the 
Department over many years — his mantle has fallen upon the Honorary 
Keeper. 


FUTURE PROSPECT 


The major reconstruction recently completed, will enable teaching, 
publication and storage all to be adequately encompassed within the 
Department after a long period of acute overcrowding. For the future, 
staff will be needed to undertake the study of neglected areas in the 
collections, such as oriental and near eastern coinage, and staff to assist 
the administration of the Department are to be hoped for. The present 
staff is small in relation to the activities which are based in the De- 
partment.
